library is growing in merit ns hist as It 
is in side, or whether, when it comes 
to bo the largest library in the world, it 
will also bo tho Lent.. 
Tho number of 


volumes in tho library has doubled 
Iwico during the last thirteen years, 
and the librarian estimates thnt at tbc 
present rate of increase it will contain 
half a million volume* inside of twenty- 
live years, and more than a million in 
fifty years, There are about a dozen 
libraries in Kuropu which contain more 
volumes than the Congressional LU 
brary, sonic of thorn H great mnny 
more, nnd if they are increasing wilh 
anything like llio rapidity of ours, it 
will take the l.iUer a good while to 
ovurtnko and puss them. The Lrgcst 
lihr.iry in the world is the liiipeiiul, at 
Paris, which contains over a million 
volumes, but that, was fmindud

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Tho election in the Granite State 


seems to have been very close, but re- 
suited in a Republican victory. The vote 
was tho largest ever polled in the State, 
and shows how evenly divided the two 
great political parties are. 
A Concord 


dispatch of tho 12th says : 


The latest figures on the House give 


191 Republicans and 179 Democrats, 
with four towns—Clarkavillo, Errol, 
Pittsburg, and Hart's Location—to 
hear from. Those are supposed to re- 
turn five Representatives. All but one 
of them—Pittsburg, which may bo con- 
sidered 
doubtful — elect 
Democrats, 


With Pittsburg reckoned Democratic, it 
will give a Republican majority of 7 ; 
but if Republican, of 9. The election 
in Hart's Location occurs to-morrow, 
and tho Republicans say that no Repre- 
sentative can bo legally elected. 
If this 


be true, their Republican majority in 
the House will be 11, which they claim. 


The Senate stands fivo Republicans to 


fivo Democrats, with no choice in tho 
Second and Fourth Districts. In tho 
Second District, Priest, Dem., lacks 34 
votes of an election ; and in the Fourth 
District, Todd, Repub., lacks 24. These 
Districts will of course bo filled by the 
Republicans on the assembling of the 
Legislature, giving them seven Senators. 
It is said that Briggs, tho Republican 
candidate in District No. 2, will contest 
tho election of Martin, Democratic Sen 
ator-olcct, on tho ground of fraud in 
Manchester, and,should he be reseated, 
the Republican majority in the Senate 
will bo three.

fered Tilton $5,000 to have the story 
published . didn't remember saying he 
would make $50,000 out of it; staid if 
a million copies of the story were pub> 
lished it would sell for twenty-five cents 
a copy, as everybody wag anxious to 
learn the truth. 


Re-direct examination—Thought the 


proof slips were handed him by Tilton at 
first interview in a restaurant; was under 
the impression that he had seen it bo- 
tore the Woodhull publication ; was of- 
fered $5,UOO for the publication by 
Tilton ; it related the True Story ; the 
only condition made was that Tilton 
should swear to it and hand it once tp 
witness, as he wished to control it ; af- 
tei reading the story, Tilton took it 
away ; witness never saw it again; 
witness identified the Truo Story, pub- 
lished in the Tribune of March ti, 1875, 
as that read by Tilton. 


Re-cross examination—Don't remem-

hull biography, witness told Tilton he 
was disgusted with this work, and that 
the Golden Age was destroyed; Tilton 
again defended them, and said they were 
pure women ; witness one day asked 
Tilton in his (witness') office, if lie 
meant that there was a criminal inti- 
macy between his (Tilton's) wife and 
Henry Ward Beecher; Tilton said,with 
a theatrical air, ''My wife is as pure as 
an angel j" at a conversation between 


permitting husband and wife to testify 
for and against each other in cases of 
criminal conversation, but this act of 
Senator Cole proposes only to make the 
wife a competent witness for the de- 
fendant.
